A Jmt Judge. 
At th« opening of the Madison 

Circuit Court last week Judge Shack- 
( Iford called the attention of the 
grand jury to the flagrant violations 
of the motor vehicle law in the city 
of RMUBond an^ Madlaon county. 
He said the law strictly forbids a 
drunken man from operating an auto- 
mobile; that children under sixteen 
years of. a£;e were also forbidden to 
operate an automobile, and th»rB are 
certain rules regulating the i^eed of 
automobiles in the city and county. 
He said drunken men were driving 
machines; childi::en who could not 
look over tfte whaela were driving 
them; that negro delivery boys in 
the city were driving them reck- 
lessly; that many persons would run 
at a high speed through the streets 
without lights at night and fail to 
give warning at crossings and street 
corners. He said he had seen sev- 
eral narrow escapes of people, and 
that this reckless driving was a great 
menace to the safety of the people, 
and especiaUy to aged paraons and 
children on their way to and from 
school. He said it would be all right 
ii the fool drivers would kill them- 
selves, but they were liable to hurt 
somebody else, and he urged the Jury 
to thoroughly -InTasUgato theae vtola- 
tioaa of tha BMtor law.

The section was not introduced on 
the floor nor discussed in either 

house of Congress, but was inserted 
by the conferees while they were 
working in secret sessioh to bring 
out the perfected bill. 

The war profits tax section of the 
bill lays a tax of 8 per cent, on the 
net income of a "business or trade" 
when it exceeds $3,000 a year in the 
.case of a corporation and 1 6,0 00 in 
the case of a partnership or an indi- 
vidual. A subsequent section, just 
discovered, declares Ull^ a "trade or 
business" includee "pfofessiona and 
occupations." 

In the opinion of nembera of the 
Ways and Means Committee that lan- 
guage hits every doctor or lawyer or 
other professional man and every sal- 
aried employe who has an income 
large onough to copia tmier Ita pro- 
visions. 

Internal revenue experts, while 
they have not ruled formally on the 
question, are inclined to believe that 
the language pamlta of ao other in- 
terpretation. If li~ atands, profea- 
sional, business and salaried men will 
pay two taxes on their incomes.

Detailed instructions to postmas- 
ters on Increaaed letter mail rates, 
which becomes effective Nov. 2, under 
the terms of the war tax bin, have 
been issued by Puolptitir Qoneral 
Burleson. 

The new order for Inereaafd past- 
age rates do not apply to mail to 
most of the foreign countries, but do 
apply to all domestice mail, including 
Canada, Mexico.

DICKEY. 

— Following an illness of several 
months, due to a complication of dis- 
»>ases, Mrs. Ida Phillips Dickey, aged 
fifty, wife of Rev. J. J. Dickey, re- 
cently pastor of the Hutchison Chapel 
at Hutchison, died at her home at 
ten o'clock Friday morning. 

Mrs. Dickey had been ill for several 
months with a complication, which 
her physicians w^re unable to diag- 
nose, aad all that modlcat aeience 
coujd do was done to' relieve her 
snnring, but to no .aviUl, mid her 
lifegradually ebbed away. 

Mrs. Dickey was before her mar- 
riage Mi.ss Ida Phillips, a native of 
Fleming county, where her younger 
years were spent. She was known 
to her host of friends as a conse- 
crated Christian woman, a gifted mu- 
sician and a teaclier of more than 
( rdinary abililty and accomplish- 
ments. She was devoted to her 
church and charitable work and was 
untiring in her efforts in behalf of 
both. Last winter, Mrs. Dickey, who 
had just returned from a visit to her 
venerable mother, Mrs. Phillips, in 
Flemteg county, was reellled there 
when her amtber was .'aceidently 
burned to death, a>^d she never re- 
covered from the shock. 

Besides her husband. Rev. J. J, 
Dickey, she is survived by onie sister, 
>irs. Mary Fleming, of Flemingsburg, 
who was constantly with her for sev- 
eral weeks preceding and up to her 
death. 

The funeral was held at the Hutch- 
ison Chapel Sunday afternoon at 
two o'clock. The remains were taken 
to Flemingsburg yesterday morning, 
where the interment took place in 
the Flemingsburg Cemetery at eleven 
o'clock.
